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and  the  children,  and  the  privilege  of  handling  and  examining  the 
books  in  consequence  of  the  adoption  of  the  open  shelf  system, 
have  been  the  great  contributing  causes  to  this  popularity. 
Therefore  by  the  Spring  of  1909  the  people  of  this  city  will  have 
many  new  advantages  in  that  there  will  be  not  only  the  new 
Reference  Library,  which  in  point  of  beauty  and  utility  will  have 
few  superiors  on  the  continent,  but  three  first  class  Branch 
Libraries  in  full  operation:  Yorkville,  College  Street  and  the 
Western,  all  as  handsome  architecturally  and  as  well  planned  for 
economically  and  efficiently  serving  the  people  as  those  of  any 
other  city. 

Pursuant  to  unanimous  resolution  of  the  Board,  Mr.  E.  Wyly 
Grier,  R.C.A.,  has  been  commissioned  to  paint  a  portrait  of  Dr. 
Bain  (to  be  hung  in  the  newr  building).  The  unveiling  of  the 
picture  will  be  a  feature  in  the  proceedings  at  the  formal  opening 
when  an  opportunity  will  be  afforded  to  speak  of  his  eminent 
services  to  the  Library  and  to  the  community  in  terms  which 
could  not  so  aptly  find  a  place  in  a  mere  business  report  such  as 
the  present. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  have  been  audited  by  the  proper 
officers  and  the  usual  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  and 
of  assets  and  liabilities  are  appended 

Appended  also  is  a  statement  of  the  circulation  of  the  Central 
and  five  Branch  Libraries  for  1908,  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
ceding year.

SHORT  HISTORY  OF  THK  TO.  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
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were  delivered  by  Dr.  Daniel  Wilson,  President  of  University 
College  ;  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Ross,  Minister  of  Education  ;  Goldwin 
Smith,  Esq.,  and  Rev.  Dr.  With  row. 

The  late  Mr.  Alderman  Hallam  took,  as  above  stated,  a  most 
prominent  part  in  the  promotion  of  the  scheme  of  establishing 
the  Library,  donated  some  2,000  books,  was  the  first  Chairman, 
and  accompanied  the  late  Mr.  James  Bain,  then  Chief- Librarian, 
to  England,  to  complete  the  purchase  of  books,  at  a  cost  of  $25,- 
421.22,  the  sum  of  $50,000  having  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Board  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City. 

At  the  close  of  1883  the  number  of  books  in  the  Circulating 
Library  was  13,560,  and  in  1908  this  number  had  increased  to 
78,349,  and  the  Reference  Library  during  the  same  period  from 
8,034  to  74,132.  The  total  number  of  books,  patents,  pamphlets, 
etc.,  at  the  end  of  1908  in  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  was 
152,481.  The  number  of  ticket  holders  entitled  to  take  books 
home  in  1908  was  66,385,  as  compared  with  5808  in  1884.  The 
circulation  of  books  in  1884  was  179,506,  in  1899  it  had  increased 
to  310,945,  and  in  1908  to  377,475. 

Branch  Libraries  were  opened  in  St.  Andrew's  Market  and 
St.  Paul's  Hall  early  in  1884,  on  Bolton  Avenue  and  Dundas 
Street  in  1888,  and  on  the  corner  of  Brunswick  Avenue 
and  College  Street  in  1900.  The  circulation  in  these  Branches 
has  steadily  increased  from  year  to  year,  showing  the  appreciation 
of  the  public  in  these  facilities  for  obtaining  books. 

The  year  1903  was  remarkable  by  reason  of  two  events. 
First,  the  death  of  His  Honour  Judge  McDougall,  for  eleven  years 
a  member  of  the  Board,  during  which  term  he  was  four  times 
elected  Chairman.  His  great  ability  and  long  experience,  com- 
bined to  make  him  a  most  valuable  member  of  the  Board.  The 
second  event  was  the  generous  offer  from  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie, 
of  $350,000,  for  a  new  Reference  Library  and  three  Branch 
Libraries,  upon  condition  that  the  City  of  Toronto  should  guar- 
antee an  annual  income  of  $35,000  for  maintenance,  and  provide 
suitable  sites  for  the  buildings.  The  offer  was  accepted  by  the 
City  Council  in  February,  but  no  decision  as  to  the  site  of  the 
Reference  Library  was  arrived  at  until  late  in  1904,  when  the 
property  at  the  northwest  corner  of  St.  George  and  College  Streets 
was  selected,  and  purchased  by  the  City  at  a  cost  of  $75,000. 

In  May,  1905,  the  Chairman  of  the  Building  and  Finance 
Committee  (Mr.  H.  T.  Kelly),  and  the  Chief  Librarian  (Dr.  Bain) 
with  the  City  Architect  (Mr.  Robt.  McCallum)  visited  some  of 
the  larger  cities  of  the  Eastern  States,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
the  most  important  library  buildings. 
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formation  of  the  Library  in  1883):  he  left  his  office  on  March 
30th  never  to  return,  and  died  on  22nd  May.  He  was  regarded 
as  a  most  efficient  officer,  and  his  death  was  a  great  loss  to  the 
Board.  The  Board  held  a  special  meeting  on  the  23rd  day  of 
May,  1908,  and  adopted  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
handsomely  engrossed  and  forwarded  to  his  widow. 

"That  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Management  of  the 
Toronto  Public  Library  desire  to  place  on  record  their  very  deep 
and  heartfelt  sorrow  at  the  irreparable  loss  they  have  sustained 
in  the  removal  by  death  of  James  Bain,  D.C.L.,  Chief  Librarian 
of  this  Library  for  the  past  twenty-five  years.  During  this  long 
period  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  library,  zeal  for  the 
spread  of  good  and  pure  books,  wise  counsels  and  encouragement 
to  all  engaged  in  literary  research,  together  with  his  kindliness  of 
heart  and  uniform  courtesy  commanded  the  high  respect  and 
admiration  of  all  who  visited  the  Library." 

A  special  Committee  was  subsequently  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  obtain  a  successor,  and  after  most  careful  and  thorough 
consideration,  reported  in  November  in  favour  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  George  H.  Locke,  M.A.,  the  Board  adopted  the 
recommendation  and  Mr.  Locke  assumed  his  duties  before  the 
end  of  the  year.  From  April  to  December  Mr.  C.  Egerton  Ryer- 
son,  Assistant  Librarian,  filled  the  position. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Free  Libraries  Act  (now  the 
Public  Free  Libraries  Act  R.S.O.  1897,  Chap.  232),  the  general 
management  regulation  and  control  of  the  Library  are  vested 
in  a  Board  called  the  Board  of  Management,  and  composed 
of  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  three  other  persons  appointed  by  the 
City  Council,  three  persons  by  the  Public  School  Board  or  Board 
of  Education,  and  two  persons  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Separate 
School  Board.  The  representatives  from  the  City  Council  and 
Board  of  Education  hold  office  for  three  years,  while  those 
from  the  Separate  School  Board  for  two  years — the  representa- 
tives retiring  in  rotation  at  the  end  of  their  respective  terms  on 
the  31st  of  January. 

The  Board  of  Management  is  required  in  the  month  of  March 
of  each  year,  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with  an  estimate  of  the 
sum  required  for  maintenance  during  the  ensuing  year,  and 
the  City  Council  is  required  to  levy  from  year  to  year  a  special 
annual  rate,  sufficient  to  furnish  the  amount  estimated  by  the 
Library  Board  for  the  annual  expenditure,  but  not  exceeding 
one  half  mill  on  the  dollar  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  ratable 
real  and  personal  property  of  the  City,  such  rate  being  called 
"The  Free  Library  Rate."
